was a genius. As the son of the great magistrate and 
vaishnava acharya Srila Bhaktivinoda Thakur, he received 
training since his childhood. His teachings were based on the 
Vedic scriptures and their acharyas. He prepared this wisdom 
and established the Gaudiya Math to spread Sri Chaitanya’s 
message throughout India and abroad. This wisdom would 
later become known worldwide as Krishna Consciousness. 


He ordered his followers to spread divine love for Krishna 
to all living beings throughout the world. The extent of his 
influence in spreading the glories of India and Krishna is still 
largely unrecognized. Even though his contributions are unique E, 
and extensive (р. 40), and his influence reached the most E 
remote areas of the planet (p. 8), still few people know about 
his life, name and glory. 


This magazine describes him and how we can benefit from his 
teachings, as well as how io benefit others by introducing 
India’s greatest hero of divine love to them. 


We thank all those who have contributed to the effort of 
making this publication possible. Let us not stop this spirit of 
love and solidarity, which naturally unites all those who try to 
approach Govinda (God) for His grace and residence in His 
eternal Vrindavan.

Childhood, 1874 - 1892 


Srila Prabhupada Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati Thakur 
made his appearance in  Purusottama Kshetra 
(Jagannatha Puri) in the state of Orissa, on Friday, 
February 6, 1874. He was the fourth son of Srila 
Bhaktivinoda Thakur and Srimati Bhagavati Devi. He 
was a beautiful child with all the bodily symptoms of a 
great personality, as they are described in the scriptures. 
Srila Bhaktivinoda Thakur named his son Sri Bimala 
Prasad, meaning “the mercy of the transcendental 
potency of Lord Jagannatha, Srimati Bimala Devi.” 


Sri Bimala Prasad displayed extraordinary ability in 
mathematics and astrology. His teachers were always 
amazed by his mastery of Bengali and Sanskrit. Due 
to his extraordinary intelligence and memory; his pure, 
moral and devotional nature; and his scholarship in 
many different subjects, including the scriptures, his 
teachers named him Sri Siddhanta Sarasvati “master of 
scriptural conclusions.” 


As a young boy he published books on astrology, such 
as Surya Siddhanta and Bhakti Bhavan Panjika. Later 
while still a teenager, he founded the August Assembly. 
All members of the Assembly had to take a vow of 
lifelong celibacy. Many educated people, both young 
and old, took part in the Assembly. 


In 1885 Srila Bhaktivinoda Thakur founded the 
Vaishnava Depository, a press located in his own home. 
He also re-established the “Vishva Vaishnava Raj 
Sabha” (great assembly of the vaishnavas of the world) 


Many well-known personalities attended the society's 
meetings and participated in discussions. Srila Sarasvati 
Thakur used to carry Bhakti Rasamrita Sindhu (The 
Ocean of the Nectar of Devotion) by Srila Rupa Goswami 
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Srila Prabhupada during 
chaturmasya-vrata.

Sanskrit College and Work, 1892 - 1905 


In 1895 Srila Sarasvati Thakur accepted a job with the 
independent state of Tripura, as a scholar and tutor for 
the royal family. After King Virchandra passed away 
in 1896, his son, King Radhakisor Manikya Bahadur, 
requested Srila Sarasvati Thakur to tutor the princes, 
and later to supervise the estate in Kolkata. But Srila 
Sarasvati Thakur soon wished to retire from this job, 
and the King allowed him to do so in 1905 with full 
pension. He accepted that pension until 1908. 


Bhajan Life and Initiation, 1898-1905 


Previously, in 1898, Srila Sarasvati Thakur had visited 
different places of pilgrimage such as Kasi, Prayag, 
and Gaya. At Kasi (Benares), he had an extensive 
discussion with Ram Misra Shastri about the Ramanuja 
sampradaya. During this period the renunciate nature 
of his devotional life became very apparent. 





"If | keep studying at college with great attention, 
then | will be under a lot of pressure to enter family 
life. But if lam seen asa stupid, incompetent person, 
then no one will try to influence me towards material 
progress. Thinking this, | left the Sanskrit College in 
order to live a life of devotional service. | wanted a

In February 1909, Srila Prabhupada built a small bhajan kutir near the bhavan, or residence, of Sri 
Chandrasekhara acharya, who was the maternal uncle of Sriman Mahaprabhu. Remembering Mahaprabhu's 
Vraja lila performed there, he called this place Sri Vraja-pattan. Srila Prabhupada continued his service at 
Sri Yoga Pith (the birthplace of Sriman Mahaprabhu), but stayed at Sri Vraja-pattan. At this time his mother,

Srimati Bhagavati Devi, was staying at Yoga Pith and 
assisting him in his service to Sri Mayapur Dhama. 


Brahmins and Vaishnavas, 1911 


In 1911 the vaishnava devotees were confronted 
by a great deal of hostile criticism from the orthodox 
brahmanas of Bengal, known as the Smarta Samaj. 
These brahmanas, although they had no real scriptural 
knowledge. were very proud of their own birth and 
social position. In accordance with Srila Bhaktivinoda 
Thakur's desire Srila Prabhupada arranged a meeting 
with the brahmana pandits at the town of Balighai, in 
Medinipur district. 


Srila Prabhupada read there his famous article, 
“Brahmana and vaishnava,” in which he quoted from 
many scriptures glorifying brahmanas and vaishnavas. 
Initially, he glorified the brahmanas in quality and 
quantity, and towards the end of his exposition he 
established the superiority of vaishnavas over all other 
classes of people. 


The Printing Press and the Anubhasya, 1913-1915 


In 1913, Srila Prabhupada established a press called 
Bhagavat Yantralayain Kalighat in Kolkata. He began 
publishing and printing books such as Sri Chaitanya 
charitamrita with his commentaries called Anubhasya, 
Srimad Bhagavad Gita with the commentaries of Sri 
Vishvanatha Chakravarti Thakur, the Gaurakrishnodaya 
by the Oriyan poet Govinda Dasa, and so forth. 


Sri Kshetra-mandal Parikrama, 1918 


To celebrate the fourth disappearance anniversary of 
Srila Bhaktivinoda Thakur, Srila Prabhupada set forth 
for Puri Dhama on June 2, 1918, along with twenty- 
three other devotees conducting extensive preaching

and sankirtan. Many distinguished government officers 
and citizens came to listen to his lectures, and some 
of them invited him to lecture at their homes. During 
August and September of 1918, a representative of a 
group of opponents of vaishnavism presented Srila 
Prabhupada with twenty-nine questions. He answered 
all of them on the basis of scripture and logic and thus 
silenced his opponents. These questions and answers 
were subsequently published in an article called "The 
Answers to the Questions of the Critics." 


Gaudiya Math in East Bengal, 1921 


In October, Srila Prabhupada established the Sri 
Madhva Gaudiya Math in Dacca and installed deities 
there. On his return from Dacca, Srila Prabhupada 
restored some ruined temples and places of pilgrimage 
from the time of Sriman Mahaprabhu's pastimes, and 
reestablished regular worship there. Among them were 
the famous Gaura Gadadhara temple in Champahati, 
the birth site of Sri Vrindavan Dasa Thakur, the 
guesthouse in Modadrumadvipa, etc. 


Publication of the Gaudiya Magazine, 1922 


On August 19, 1922, Srila Prabhupada began 
publishing a magazine called Gaudiya from the 
Krishna Nagar Bhagavat Press, which would become

Devotees Attacked: Gaura-mandal Parikrama, 1925 


On January 29, 1925, Prabhupada took many 
devotees and went on Gaura-mandala parikrama 
to visit and preach at the various places where the 
pastimes of Sriman Mahaprabhu and his associates 
took place. That year, in Navadvipa, the imitators 
of Gaudiya Vaishnavism (the sahajiyas) and the 
commercial exploiters of the vaishnava concept 
attacked the devotees that were assembled at 
Paramatalat with carriages which had been filled with 
broken bricks draped with cloth. 


Many of the devotees were wounded; all of them tried 
to look for shelter in the nearby homes, especially for 
Srila Prabhupada. Amidst the shock and confusion, 
somehow Sripad Vinoda Vihari Brahmachari managed 
to take Srila Prabhupada inside a house, there he 
exchanged his white clothes with Srila Prabhupada's 
saffron clothes so Srila Prabhupada wouldn't be 
recognized, then he very quickly took Srila Prabhupada 
away to a safer place. Thus, Sripad Vinoda Vihari 
Prabhu managed to protect his spiritual master by his 
extraordinary dexterity and presence of mind. 
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The Мауариг Exhibition, 1930 


On February 3, 1930, Srila Prabhupada arranged а 
spectacular spiritual exhibition at Mayapur. Thousands 
came to see the exhibition, which contained many 
stalls depicting stories and lessons from the Srimad 
Bhagavatam through dioramas and paintings. Sri 
Jagabandhu Datta, a rich businessman from Kolkata, 
had the good fortune of associating with Srila 
Prabhupada. He was extremely impressed by Srila 
Prabhupada’s Hari-katha and began to have a clear 
concept of Sriman Mahaprabhu’s message of pure 
devotion. 


Preaching Mission expands to the West, 1933 


Srila Prabhupada sent his preachers all over India, 
Burma, England, France, Germany, and the United 
States. He wanted to spread Mahaprabhu’s message 
all over the world so he used to tell his disciples: “We'll 
go on our preaching mission riding horses, elephants, 
trains, boats, and airplanes.” His dream of preaching all 
over the World was later greaily fulfilled by his disciple 
Srila A.C. Bhaktivedanta Swami who took initiation 
from Srila Prabhupada in 1933 in Allahabad. 


On March 18, 1933, Srila Prabhupada gave instructions 
to Srila Bhakti Pradip Tirtha Maharaja, Srila Bhakti 
Hridaya Bon Maharaja, and Srila Samvidananda 
Dasa Bhakti-sastri as they were departing to preach in 
Europe. At a meeting that was arranged to see them 
off, Srila Prabhupada gave a farewell address entitled 
“Amar Katha” (My message). 


In the beginning of May, Srila Prabhupada’s disciples 
established a preaching center in Kensington, London. 
At the end of that month, Srila Prabhupada received 
letters inquiring into spiritual matters from Lord Zetland, 
who had formerly been the governor of Bengal, and 
the Marquis of Ludian, to which he replied. In June 
he received letters of appreciation from Lord Irwin's 
secretary, the Marquis of Ludian, the editor of the 
London Times, and Sir Stanley Jackson. In July, Srila 
Prabhupada's disciples met with King George V and 
Queen Mary at the Buckingham Palace, and also with 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 


The Last Days, 1936 


On October 24, 1936, Srila Prabhupada traveled from 
Kolkata to Puri Dhama. He arrived with many 
disciples, including Sridhara Maharaja, Kunjavihari 
prabhu and Hayagriva das bramachari. Srila 
Prabhupada seemed to be in a deep form of meditation 
and devotion; in Puri he showed transcendental 


symptoms of divine ecstasy. Occasionally he told 
the devotees: "We have to serve our Lord in order 
to gain eternal service at His lotus feet. We must not 
waste time!" 


On December 7th of the same year, Srila Prabhupada 
left Puri to Calcutta. The pastime of his disease took 
place there; therefore his disciples called upon the 
most famous physicians of the city to take care of him 
full time. When asked how he was, Srila Prabhupada 
said that his only problem was that he was not allowed 
to do Hari-kirtan. 


Divine Disappearance, 1936 


On the morning of December 31st, 1936, Srila 
Prabhupada asked Sridhara Maharaja to sing the 
song “Sri Rupa manjari-pada sei mora sampada" of 
Srila Narottama das Thakur. Afterwards, he expressed 
gratitude to some of his disciples for their service, and 
gave instructions for the future. Finally he said: “love 
and separation have the same end in view”. Srila 
Narottama das Thakur explained this concept of Srila 
Rupa and Sri Raghunatha, saying, “We must also live 
our lives according to this concept.” 


At about 5:20 the next morning, Sripad Pranavananda 
brahmachari was at the bed of Srila Prabhupada. 
Suddenly, Srila Prabhupada said, “Who is here?” 
Pravadananda prabhu said: “Prabhupada, it's 
те. Pravadananda.” Srila Prabhupada said: “Oh 
Pravandananda prabhu!” Pravadananda prabhu 
asked: “How do you feel Prabhupada?” Srila 
Prabhupada said: “What can I say? Hare Krishna! 
Hare Krishna!” These were his last words. 


Pranavananda prabhu went to his room where he 
sat thinking: “What would happen if he left us now? 
What should we do?” 


His thoughts were interrupted by the sound of 
footsteps. It was Krishnananda prabhu, who said: 
“Come immediately! I think the major disaster has 
occurred.” The sound of unrestrained crying was 
heard throughout the Gaudiya Math and surprisingly, 
all the clocks of the Math stopped working. 


On Thursday, January 1$, 1937 at 5:30 am, Srila 
Prabhupada left this world to enter the nisanta lila 
of Sri Sri Radha-Govinda. In this hour before dawn, 
when Sri Sri Radha-Govinda are united as one and 
the divine pastime of Sri Gaura Sundara manifests, 
the most worshiped Lord of the Gaudiya vaishnavas, 
Srila Prabhupada, who called himself Varsabhanavi- 
dayita das (the servant of the beloved of Srimati 
Radharani) entered the abode of eternal pastimes.

SRILA PRABHUPADA’S 
CONCERN FOR WOMEN DEVOTEES 


On September 21, 1925, Prabhupada gave a long lecture to the devotees assembled at the Gaudiya Math about 
how to lead an exemplary, devotional life. An excerpt from that lecture follows: 


ll of you please perceive everything of this world as 

ingredients for serving Krishna; everything of this 
world is actually meant for Krishna’s service. Please 
see the whole race of women as beloved consorts of 
Krishna, and help them to always engage themselves 
in the service of Krishna. Please do not consider them 
as objects of your sense enjoyment. They are to be 
enjoyed by Krishna; they are never to be enjoyed by 
the living entities. Please do not see your fathers and 
mothers as a means to your own sense gratification, 
but see them as Krishna's fathers and mothers. Please 
do not see your sons as a means to your own sense 
gratification, but see them as belonging to the group 
of servitors of Bala-Gopala. With your еуез please see 
the Kadamba tree, the river Yamuna and her sandy 
banks, and the beauty of the full moon. You won't 
have any more mundane feelings: you will see Goloka, 
and the beauty of Goloka will manifest in vour home. 
Then you won't have any material feelings for your 
home. You will be relieved from the propensities of the 
householder life. 


Our Maths are being built at many places, and many 
sannyasis, vanaprasthas, grihasthas, and brahmacharis 
are living there all the time and receiving the opportunity 
to learn spiritual conduct. But we have been trying for 
a long time to also give the women the opportunity 
for devotional service. Of course, those who have the 
facility and opportunity for devotional service in their 
own homes do not need a separate residence. 


But every so often we hear that many of them get 
impeded in their devotional service due to bad asso- 
ciation. It would be very beneficial for them if we could 
build Sri Vishnupriya-palli (*palli" means "neigh- 
borhood") in Sridham Mayapur near the residence 
of Sriman Mahaprabhu, and if they can live there 
separately from their families and render devotional 
service. They actually belong to the group of Sri

Vishnupriya Devi (the wife of Sriman Mahaprabhu, 
who was left behind in Navadvipa when He took 
sannyasa). Therefore, it is proper for them to live in the 
house of Sriman Mahaprabhu and to serve Him under 
the shelter of Sri Vishnupriya Devi. There should not 
be any bad association or mundane male association 
for them. Only a few devotees like Ishana (the old 
devotee servant who took care of Sri Sachidevi and 
Sri Vishnupriya Devi after Sriman Mahaprabhu left) 
would stay at a distance and take care of them. 


It is necessary to have such an exemplary neighbor- 
hood so that women can read scriptures every day, 
discuss devotional topics with each other, and have 
ishta-gosthi about devotional topics, so they can give 
up all luxury and live an exemplary, saintly life and 
always chant the holy name and take care of the 
ingredients of Sriman Mahaprabhu's service and serve 
Him in every way.

In this age of quarrel, Kali-yuga, 
it is most important for every family 
and all members of our society to 
understand true love. However, due to 
ihe lack of understanding of the word 
love, we are misleading people and 
making them more and more selfish.

As a result one of 
the most important principles of humanity, controlling 
our senses. is diminishing day by day. To have an 
orderly human society we need to control our senses 
and maintain tolerance and monogamy. 


Unfortunately, nowadays due to the misrepresentation 
of love and lust, people are unable to discriminate 
the real meaning of either word and are unable to 
understand the beauty of a monogamous society. 
Monogamy creates а beautiful atmosphere where 
parents can raise their children with peaceful minds, 
giving them proper affection and attention.

and so was every penny that was spent. Some 


of these financial statements, which were 
given in complete detail, can be seen in 
the old issues of Sri Gaudiya Patrika. In 
Prabhupada’s Gaudiya Math, his disciples 
lived in an atmosphere of deep mutual 
affection and respect. Everyone was always 
extremely busy with their respective service, 
transcendentally happy and peaceful. 


Anyone coming to the Gaudiya Math would 
be awed by the divine personality of Srila 
Prabhupada, and then impressed by his team 
of dedicated disciples. The disciples of a диги 
are known as his vaibhava (wealth), and Srila 
Prabhupada was certainly a very wealthy 
spiritual master. This wealth of his was "in the 
form of ideal characters.” Srila Prabhupada's 
disciples were known for their tireless 
enthusiasm for preaching, their undefeatable 
scholarship, their sincere humility, their 
strong moral character, and their total 
dedication to the mission of Gurudeva.

1 
have given much anxiety to many people 
only because | wanted to inspire them to 
serve Krishna sincerely without material 
desire and duplicity. One day they will 
understand this.

“By taking shelter of the holy name, all 
these obstacles are removed, and we can 
obtain the fulfillment of our true desire, 
which is to dwell in the realm of pure love 
of Krishna.”

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QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


Question: Material experience is all we have. How can we 
give that up and surrender to something transcendental? 


Srila Prabhupada: We should not be afraid of it, thinking it 
will be very difficult. One has to have great strength of 
mind to know the truth. If one wants to learn to swim, he 
must not be afraid of water. At the same time, one should 
know that saranagati or the path of exclusive surrender is 
not a difficult thing. In fact it is very easy and natural for 
the soul. Anything which is opposed to it is unnatural and 
painful. 


Q: Why is there so much misery in this world? 


SP: The Supreme Lord says, “| have arranged so much 
misery, pain, trouble and danger, not to make you suffer, 
but to teach you that all this misery is unnecessary, so you 
will search for that happiness which is eternally desirable, 
the joy that is eternally adorable.” 


Q: What is the process for attaining happiness? 


SP: When a devotee is firmly situated at the lotus feet of 
Gurudeva, he gets his association through his service. 
Then he gets relief from fear and grief and becomes 
really happy. If one is always engaged in the service of 
his spiritual master, with body, mind, and soul, one soon 
attains his mercy. When Gurudeva is pleased, then one’s 
inclination to serve him increases day by day. This brings 
the highest benefit and is the only truly desirable thing. 


Q: To whom does God not reveal Himself? 


SP: God is infinite consciousness, and the living entity is 
finite consciousness. If someone wants to reserve part of 
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his consciousness for other things thinking, “I do not want 
to give God everything,” then the infinite consciousness 
will not reveal Himself to that person. 


Q: If I serve Krishna according to my liking, is that 
devotion? 


SP: No. To serve Krishna according to His liking is 
devotion. What we like is a reflection of our material 
desires - not devotion. This is why we cannot be enjoyers 
or renunciates. We must become devotees, give up our 
independence, take shelter in Him, and take great care to 
make Him happy. 


Q: When a devotee is born in a family, does the family 
benefit from his or her birth? 


SP: When a great saint, a pure devotee, appears in a family, 
then all of his ancestors and descendants for a hundred 
generations are elevated. When a devotee of a middle 
stature (madhyama bhagavata) appears in a family, his 
ancestors and descendants for fourteen generations are 
elevated. 


Q:Isthe path of exclusive surrender and firm determination 
the most important thing for us? 


SP: Absolutely. One should also have such firm 
determination to worship the Lord - “[ must receive His 
grace, | must not go astray. I must go on chanting His 
name. God will undoubtedly help me if I am a bona fide 
seeker.” 


To serve Krishna according to His liking is devotion.

GLORIFICATION 


OF SRIMATI RADHARANI 


hen asked, “Who are the Gaudiya Vaishnavas?" 

Srila Prabhupada replied that they are the 
devotees of Srimati Radharani (Sri Upadesamrita, pg. 
236). He called himself Sri Varsabhanavi-dayita Das 
(the servant of the beloved of Srimati Radharani). He 
said that Srimati Radharani, who is the transcendental 
energy of Sri Krishna and the personification of Sri 
Krishna’s pleasure potency (hladini svarupa para 
shakti), is the spiritual master of all devotees. Indeed, 
She is even Krishna’s Guru: Krishna learns to be an 
actor and dancer as Her disciple. Srila Prabhupada said 
that Srimati Radharani is Sri Krishna’s eternal consort; 
She is the crest jewel of the gopis. Sri Krishna’s beauty 
is so stunning that He Himself becomes enchanted by 
His own beauty. But if the beauty of Srimati Radharani 
were not greater than that of Sri Krishna, She could not 
enchant Krishna, who can enchant the whole universe. 
That is why She is called Bhuvan mohan mohini (the 
all-charming and attractive.) (Sri Upadesamrita pp. 
330-1) 


Whenever Srila 
Prabhupada talked 
about Srimati 
Radharani, he would 
become overwhelmed 
with the symptoms of 
deep loving ecstasy, 
and tears would 
flow from his 
eyes. Srila 
Prabhupada 
could quote 
















from memory all 104 verses of Vilap-Kusumanjali, 
(a famous composition of Srila Raghunatha Das 
Goswami addressed to Srimati Radharani in the mood 
of intense separation). He was always in a mood of 
separation from Srimati Radharani. 


The following is an excerpt from a lecture given by him 
on the day of Radhastami in 1931 at the Sarasvat Nat 
Mandir of Sri Gaudiya Math: 


Let that personification of supreme magnanimity, 
Srimati Radharani, who is always eager to collect 
the mercy of the Supreme Lord on behalf of all living 
entities, appear in our hearts and make Her presence 
known. Let Her appearance be our object of worship. 
Without submission to the one whom Govinda 
considers to be everything to Him (sarvasva), we cannot 
realize the meaning of the word “sarva.” “Govinda 
sarvasva” - “sva means “one’s own and," “sarva” 
means “wealth.” If we have the one who is Govinda’s 
own wealth - the one who makes Him wealthy - and 
if She becomes the object of our worship, then we will 
understand what worship is. If after reading the 18,000 
verses of the Srimad Bhagavatam, we do not come to 
know about Her, then our reading was in vain. 


If by some unknown sukriti, we get the association of 
those who are close to Sri Vrisabhanu-Nandini (Srimati 
Radharani), if we are fortunate enough to hear about 
Her, then we can get the inspiration to proceed towards 
our supremely beneficial goal. She is everything to the 
son of Nanda, who is the reservoir of all ecstasy, and 
we will never attain devotional service to Govinda 
without serving Her and Her servitors. —Prabhupada 
Sri Srimad Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati, рр. 99-100.

oticeably some of Srila Bhaktisiddhanta Prabhupada's 

disciples were especially empowered for different 
types of services. Srila Bhaktivinoda Thakur envisioned 
that the preaching message would reach the entire 
planet. Many of Srila Prabhupada’s noteworthy followers 
were sent to the West like Srila Bhakti Hridaya Bon 
Maharaja and Srila Bhakti Pradip Tirtha Maharaja, among 
others. To everyone’s surprise, after Srila Prabhupada’s 
departure from this world, A.C. Bhaktivedanta Swami 
Maharaja, who had been married during the time of his guru, 
took sannyasa from Srila Bhakti Prajnan Keshava Maharaja. 


Srila Bhaktisiddhanta Prabhupada’s desire was to 
live ten years outside of India to take the harinama 
sankirtan movement of Lord Chaitanya to the whole 
world, and Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhupada was 
able to fulfill the desire of his guru. He traveled around 
the world thirteen times between 1965 and 1977, 
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establishing Temples in more than 108 places. That 
number has increased to about 4000 centers up to 2013. 


Srila Bhaktivedanta Swami Maharaj is also called “Srila 
Prabhupada" by his disciples. Since Srila Bhaktivedanta 
Swami Prabhupada has increased the fame of the 
honorific title “Srila Prabhupada”, we would like to clarify 
that his own guru was first known as Srila Prabhupada. 


It was predicted that a great commander devotee 
(senapati bhakta) would appear to fulfill Chaitanya 
Mahaprabhu's declaration that His name would reach 
every town and village and flood the world with the 
chanting of the Holy Names. Srila Bhaktivedanta 
Swami Prabhupada was this senapati bhakta who got 
Srila Bhaktisiddhanta Prabhupada’s mercy to fullfill that 
prediction.

PRABHUPADA’S CONTRIBUTION 
TO THE WORLD 


ы 
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1. Istadeva: Sci Sri Guru Gauranga Gandharvika Giridhari was 
his ishtadeva in Vraja-pattan, Sri Chaitanya Math, Mayapur. At 
the time of his passing from this world, he had opened sixty-four 
Gaudiya Maths for the propagation of spiritual life and Bhagavata 
philosophy. In all these Maths he established the worship of the 
archa vigraha (deity) of the Lord. This deity worship was executed 
according to the principles of Srila Sanatana Goswami's book of 
vaishnava activities called Hari Bhakti Vilasa. 


2. Plan by his vision: He always emphasized that material 
qualifications are not necessary to receive spiritual life. Anyone 
regardless of caste, sex, nationality, past background, etc., who 
sincerely desired to have a spiritual life, he would grant them 
entrance into divine love. He sent some of his sannyasi disciples 
outside of India to preach and open up Gaudiya Maths there. 


3. Nama yajna: Srila Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati sent harinama 
parties into the world. He chanted the holy names throughout 
his life. He was the first spiritual master to allow his sannyasi 
preachers to wear western clothes and to travel in modern vehicles 
rather than on foot. Throughout the 1930s, Srila Bhaktisiddhanta 
expanded and increased his missionary work. Anxious that his 
work should continue, he urged his disciples to spread the holy 
name in his absence. He led the chanting of the Lord's holy name 
on the streets, declaring this the utmost song in the entire world. 


4. Schools: On April 3rd, 1931, Srila Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati 
Thakur opened the Bhaktivinoda Institute in Sri Mayapur, 
where he spoke on the difference between material and 
spiritual knowledge to the large assembly of people present for 
the occasion. 


5. Vedas: Srila Bhaktisiddhanta adjusted the Gaudiya Math 
tradition to the technoloaical and social conditions of the twentieth 
century. He considered the printing press the most effective means 
of spreading Krishna Consciousness throughout the world. He, 
himself, was the author of more than 40 books and publisher of 
around 500, as well as important translations, commentaries and 
philosophical essays. 


6. Dana: Srila Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati Thakur helped the poor, 
hungry communities and saved the lives of many people by giving 
them Krishna Consciousness. After him, his disciples and grand 
disciples continued his philanthropic activities. 


7. Sampradaya's protection: Srila Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati 
made great efforts to protect the sampradaya from materialism 
and imitation. In his travels throughout India, especially South 
India, he enjoyed a reputation as an incredibly powerful debater 
and received the tile Simha Guru (the Lion Guru). Various 
proponents of the mayavadi school would rather cross the street 
than confront him, because he was known to accost such scholars 
and chastise them for cheating the innocent public with false 
philosophy. 


8. Women's dignity and the first European female disciples: One 
of the greatest contributions of Srila Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati 
Thakur was the establishment of the Vishnupriya ashram or 
spiritual shelter for women. Concerned that women do not have a 
real transcendental refuge in this age of Kali-yuga, he gave women 
the opportunity to take shelter. In his classic Prema Pradipa, Srila 
Bhaktivinoda Thakur mentions the ashram of holy women and 
their highly respected leaders. 


9. Politics: He involved even the British Government in Krishna seva 
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10. Divine News: He always stressed the importance of publishing 
and distributing vaishnava literature as a means of educating the 
ignorant masses. In order to facilitate the printing of books and 
journals, he established four printing presses: The Gaudiya printing 
works in Calcutta (1923), The Nadiya Prakash printing works in 
Mayapur (1928), The Bhagavata press in Krishna Nagar (1914- 
15), and The Paramarthi printing works in Cuttack (1936), He 
called these presses the big mridanga (clay drums used for large 
congregational singing groups) because the sound that they would 
produce would be heard all over India. He took over as the editor 
of his father's journal, the Sajjana-tosani, a monthly vaishnava 
newspaper in Bengali. Later on in 1927 he converted it into an 
English fortnightly called The Harmonist. 


11. Architecture: He constructed very beautiful temples in different 
styles for Krishna's pleasure, like Vraja-pattan and Yoga Pith in 
Mayapur, Bagh Bazaar Math in Calcutta, Radha Krishna Math, 
Chennai Math and others. 


12. Art and Education: He opened theistic exhibitions in his temples 
and also established the Srila Bhaktivinoda Thakur Research 
Institute (library for Krishna culture), and the varna ashram 
dharma (the spiritual division of society): brahmachari, grihastha, 
vanaprastha and tridanti sannyasi, which is the last step of total 
surrender to God. He established the pure Gaudiya kirtan. He was 
a perfect astrologer and he showed that surrender to God is above 
karma and education. 


13. Shrines of Mahaprabhu's footprints: It was Sarasvati Thakur's 
wish to establish 108 shrines throughout India as memorials to the 
places Sri Chaitanya Mahaprabhu had sanctified by the touch of 
His feet. These shrines or pada pith were prints of Gaura Sundara's 
feet stamped in marble. 


14. Ecology: Vraja-pattan is considered Vrindavan in Mayapur. 
It was the house of Candrasekhara acharya on Mahaprabhu's 
lila. After rediscovering Mahaprabhu's pastime places, Srila 
Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati Thakur established the Chaitanya Math 
and his ishtadeva, Sri Sri Guru Gauranga Gandharvika Giridhari. 
There he planted different trees of Vraja, Govardhana, Syama- 
kunda and Radha-kunda affirming that there is no difference 
between these places and Vraja dhama. 


15. Divine organization: For the purpose of propagating Krishna 
Consciousness, Srila Bhaktisiddhanta Prabhupada organized the 
Gaudiya Mission with 64 branches. He was always dedicated to 
maintaining the purity of vaishnavism, so he reestablished the 
Vishva Vaishnava Raj Sabha in 1919 and was the Navadvipa 
Dhama Pracharini Sabha's secretary. He was або a powerful 
unifying influence on the various vaishnava sects by stressing the 
points of agreement shared by the four major sampradayas. He 
published the writings of the other vaishnava acharyas, especially 
Srila Madhavacarya and Srila Ramanujacarya, as well as accounts 
of their lives. 


16, Dham Preservation; Between 1919-1929 he traveled 
constantly all over India. He lectured to crowds of thousands, 
debating, and defeating various bogus religious sects. He organized 
visits to holy places for his followers to establish education about 
the holy tradition by performing parikrama with his disciples to 
different sacred sites. He revived the annual parikrama or tour of 
Navadvipa, Vraja mandala and Puri dhama, seeking to improve 
the nagar sankirtan (congregational chanting of the holy names), 
the Hari katha (talks about God), the seva and the preservation of 
the holy places.

ri Chaitanya Mahaprabhu and His faithful followers 

always showed that all degrees of mercy are available 
to all human beings. Discrimination by race, sex or 
birth is against the true spirit of the sastras. 


Bhaktivinoda Thakur asked the young Bhaktisiddhanta 
Sarasvati to defend the transcendental position of 
vaishnavas regarding becoming a Brahmin. The 
qualities of a true Brahmin are naturally found in a 
vaishnava, and there is no restriction whatsoever for 


Some examples of spiritual equanimity: 


* Sri Narada Muni the spiritual master of Srila 
Vyasadeva was directly initiated by Lord Brahma, the 
originator of the Brahma Sampradaya. He happened 
to be the son of a maidservant, so he was not born 
into a high family. When his mother was engaged in 
serving great devotees, Narada also became engaged, 
and sometimes, in the absence of his mother, he would 
serve the great devotees himself. Narada personally 
said, “Once only, by their permission, I took the 
remnants of their food, and by so doing all my sins were 
at once eradicated. Thus being engaged, | became 

purified in the heart, and at that time the very nature of 
the transcendentalist became attractive to me.” (Bhag 


1.5.25) 


someone who wants to surrender his life to Govinda 
and become His devotee. To give Brahmin initiation 
(upanayanam) to such a person is perfectly correct 
according to the sastras. Sastras even endorse such a 
person to become a Guru if he has the knowledge and 
dedication.

He was the son 
of a jagirdar (rich landowner) and lived in the 
lap of luxury throughout his youth. He was 
well educated and even translated the Srimad 
Bhagavatam into Farsi. But he is mostly known 
for his devotional songs on the lilas of Lord 
Krishna, which are still very popular. 


Rasakhan did not change his Persian name, for 
his meditations and songs truly reflected that 
his heart was a storehouse (khan) of rasa. He ` 
lived in Vraja as a great saint. 





* Kanaka Das was a great poet, philosopher, 
musician and composer from Karnataka. 
Once he wanted to take darshan (encounter) 
of Lord Krishna in Udupi. He was not allowed 
into the shrine by casteist priests as he was 
not a higher-caste by birth. He stood outside 
the Math and was lost singing songs in praise 
of Lord Krishna and had darshan of the Lord 
through a small window. History has it that 
the western wall collapsed so that Kanaka 
Das could have darshan of Lord Krishna's 
deity. This window came to be known as 
Kanakana kindi (Kanaka’s window). (Note 
that Lord Krishna was facing east before this 
incident and later turned to the west to give 
darshan to Kanaka Das).

Srila Vyasadeva and Sri Madhvacharya in Prabhupad 


built a beautiful Jagannatha 
and Mahaprabhu Nayani Mani 
Temple. A museum with 3D panels 
of the life of Srila Prabhupada.was 
also established there. Today there 
is a guest house for devotees, and 
the site has become a place of 
pilgrimage for the whole Sarasvat 
family. 


The office of the Vishva Vaishnava 
Raj Sabha for Puri was 
established here for the service of 
the entire parampara in 2013. 
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When Srila Prabhupada visited Imlitala, he 
complained about the neglect. Today Imlitala is 


clean and beautiful again.
